islature. If they are not, the governor
should ask the present officials for

their resignations and then neglect to

appoint their successors.

The manner In which the Oregonian
has blackguarded Governor Chamber
lain will doubtless serve to raise our
nsw executive in the eyes of the people
of the state. This sort of business is

not unusual with our Portland con-

temporary. In the senatorial contest
now on, for Instance, it has a bad word
to say of every one of the aspirants.

or not tall enough, or follows the wrong
vocation in private life; Hermann's a

grafter, or a bundle of mistakes, or

something equally bad; and numerous
other possibilities are mentally unbal-

anced or morally incompetent to fill the

place. In heaven's name, who is all

right, anyway? Is there In this broad
state of ours a man who could find fa
vor In the eyes of the Oregonian
who, once he entered public life, could

escape its perpetual wrath? We are

decidedly of the opinion that a bad
stomach is an affliction that will have
to be borne in part by the people of

Oregon for a long time to come.

Mysterious Indeed are the ways of

the small municipality with a debt of
(USO.OOO hanging over It. Recently the

people of Astoria taxed themselves 2

mill for park purposes. The amount
netted was only WOO, but it was a be-

ginning, and one much desired by the

enterprising organization that has paid
out its hard coin for a park site. But
behold! there Is no park fund!
